distant  future*  The  only  important  social  event  of  the  year  was  the 
g:rand  (?)  reception  g:iven  by  the  Faculty  to  the  Sophs*  and  Freshmen*  At 
the  time  we  certainly  felt  very  small  and  unimportant,  but  after  it  was 
over  we  ag:reed  that  we  had  carried  our  responsibility  exceeding:Iy  well, 
and  we  seemed  to  g:row  in  consequence* 

When  September  nineteen  hundred  and  one  came,  and  we  returned 
for  our  Sophomore  year,  we  greeted  with  joy  the  new  Sophs*  who  came

We  have  studied  hard,  and  aIthoug:h  after  futile  efforts  to  be  polite 
and  speak  French,  we  have  often  been  g:reeted  with  such  expressions 
as  ^^Oui,  mon  chien,''  **En  Francais,''  ^^Chinois'*;  still  we  have  not 
despaired,  but   have  strug:g:Ied  on,  learning:  to  dress   in   fifteen   minutes 
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or  less.  Although  no  reception  has  been  gfiven  to  ottr  class  alone  this 
year,  we  have  enjoyed  the  receptions  §fiven  by  the  Faculty,  in  which 
we  have  had  a  share,  and  have  made  them  pronounced  successes  by 
our  presence* 

The  Sophomore  Class  has  not  yet  shown  the  material  of  which  it 
is  made,  but  when  the  occasion  offers  we  feel  sure  we  shall  not  be 
found  lacking',  and,  therefore,  we  close  with  the  cheerful  thougfht  that 
we  are  the  '^  Class  of  the  Future/'
